ticket—and telling the voters that this 
was the only way to split the ticket for 
Jerome. 
The scheme, if it bad not been dis- 
covered by Jerome, would probably 
have cost him the election, as the only 
safe way to split a ballot for him is to 
place the cross, not in the circle above 
his name, but in the square opposite 
his name. Jerome's campaign commit- 
tee has spent $35,000 in instructing vot- 
ers to split the ballot in this way. 
Two hours before going to the meet- 
ing, Jerome learned by a lucky acci- 
Gent that 600,000 copies of the forged 
circular were to be run off the presses 
of Martin B. Brown & Company of 
Park Place, the Tammany printers and 
the firm which is printing official bal- 
lots, and were to be distributed between 
midnight and the hour the polls open 
tomorrow morning. He made a quick 
dash to Brown's office, emashed the 
whole plan, and arrived at the meet-

THE PRESIDENT CAN'T 
STOP MASSACRES. 


Which Exists 


In the Condition of Social Disorder 


Government is Powerless to cAid 


in Russia, This 


T. PETERSBURG, Nov. 6. 
8 —[By Atlantic Cable. ! A 
: telephone message from 
Moscow says the Jews are ter- 
ror stricken with fear of a 
massacre there. Many of them 
have abandoned their lodgings 
and are sleeping in the houses 
ot friends. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 6—President 
Roosevelt has decided that no action 
can be taken by this government at 
present which will be of any benefit 
to the Jews in Russia. This informa- 
tion was made public at the White 
House today in the following state- 
ment: 
“Oscar Straus called upon the Presi- 
dent this morning, not to ask him for 
action but to consult with him as to 
whether there ts any possibility that 
action would result in a cessation of 
the horrors connected with the mas- 
sacre of the Jews in Russia. 

“The President stated that, of course, 
he had been watching with the deepest 
coneern the reports of these massacres; 
that he had been appealed to within 
the last few weeks to try to take some 
action not only on behalf of the Jews 
in Russia, but on behalf of the Ar- 
menians, Poles and Finns. 

“The result of the President's in- 
quiries coincides with statements con- 
tained in a cablegram from Count 
Witte to Jacob H. Schiff, shown the 
President by Mr. Straus, as follows: 
The government is horrified at these 
outrages. You know that I don't sym- 
pathize with such savage outbreaks. 
All I can do to stop the disorders is 
done, but as the country is in such an 
unsettied state the local authorities are 
often powerless.’ 

“In the condition of social disorder 
which actually exists in Russia, the 
President does not see that any action 
can be taken by this government. at 
present, which will be of any benefit 
t» the unfortunate sufferers, for whom 
we feel such keen sympathy.” 


MR. WOLF’S COMMUNICATION. 


Among the communications which 
the President referred to in ¢he above 
statement, as seeking his intervention 
in behalf of the Jews in Russia, was 
one from Simon Wolf of this city, pres- 
ident of the Jewish order of B'nai 
Brith. Mr. Wolf has received urgent 
appeals from prominent Jews through- 
out che country and Europe to exert 
himseif with the authorities here to 
secure some action by the American 
government that would tend to nrotect 
the Jews of Russia from mobs. 
Among the communications was one 
also from Rabbi B. L. Levinthal of 
Philadelphia, and Mr. Wolf stngied this 
oui for a reply expressive of his own 
views as to the power of the United 
States government in this matter. This 
letter, in substance, he repeated (o Sec- 
retary Root in a short note dated about 
the middie of last week, and in addi- 
tion he asked the Secretary if the state- 
ments he (Mr. Wolf) had therein made 
were in accord with his own views. 
Mr. Wolf aiso called at the State De- 
pariment today and was told by Mr. 
Adee, se assistant Secretary, that 
Secretary Root's answer to his appli- 
cation was probably already in che 
malls and would reach him by tomor- 
row, at the latest. Mr. Adee indicated 
clearly that the situation in Russia is

“The best answer to those who assert 
that the Emperor is a man of war is 
found in the fact that during the sev- 
eral years of his reign Germany has 
not in a single combat. All 
other nations have had wars, including

TRAIN HOLDS RAIL. 


on the. Southern 


Pacific at Los Alamos Bridge is 
Averted by Rares Good Luck—Of- 
ficers in Pursuit of Dynamiſers. 


ANTA BARBARA, Nov. 6.—([Ex- 
8 clusive Dispatch] Rarest good 

luck prevented an appalling wreck 
on the Southern Pacific at Los Alamos 
bridge, sixty miles north of here at 2 
o'clock this morning. A bomb placed 
on the rail exploded as the front loco- 
motive of the first section of passenger 
train No. 9 passed. The bursting dyna- 
mite raised the first engine from the 
rails, core its pilot off, broke some of 
its wheels, blew timbers from the 
bridge and bent one of the rails out of 
its position. The locomotive came down 
on the raile again and the momentum 
of the train carried it on over the 
bridge. The break was passed by the 
whole train on one rail, and hat the 
cars were not plunged down into the 
valley one hundred feet below is a 
miracle. 

The train left this city at 10 o'clock 
last night, being late. It was drawn 
by two immense locomotives, the first 
being manned by Engineer George Har- 
rie and Fireman George Ryan. The 
second engine was in charge of Engi-, 
meer Joseph Bowshner and Fireman 
W. H. McGilvery. Condu@or Brever 
was in charge of the train. 

Reaching Surf at 1:30 o'clock, it 
passed there a freight train which had 
just come from the north and sped 
northward into an infernal machine 
which had been placed on the track 
after the freight train had passed 
few minutes before.

Loser, Who is Sued by Woman. 

Whom She Accused, Called on Him 
for Aid in Finding the Property. 

He Tells the Jury of the Efforts’ « 
He Made. 


What became of the jewelry of Mrs. 
Adelaide Tichenor of Long Beach? 
Judge James and a jury are trying 
to decide who didn't take it, and 
Rev. Charles Pease testified on the 
witness stand that he had brought 
“modern psychology” to bear upon the 
question, but without determining who 
really was the guilty party. 

Mrs. Tichenor expressed the opinion 
that Mrs. Bessey Fleet. a scrvant, con- 
fiscated the jewelry, because she was 
the only person who knew where the 
kitchen key was concealed when the 
house was locked up. Mrs. Fieet is 
trying to even up by suing for $10,000 
damages. 


A Dr. Holden testified that Mrs. 
Tichenor told him Mrs. Figet had 
taken the property. Mrs. Tichenor told 
him to see Rev. Pease, whose con- 
nection with the case did not appear 
clear from his testimony. Mrs. H. F. 
Starbuck, wife of a Long [each con- 
tractor, repeated Mrs. Tichenor's story 
of the disappearance of the property 
and said that, at the time, she agreed 
with the théory of the relator. 

Mrs. Tichenor was a friend of Rev. 
and Mrs. Pease, and frequently at- 
temied the Congregational Church, of 
which the former is pastor. Mrs. Tich- 
enor said she was led to believe the 
minister “powers and facul- 
ties by which crime could be discov- 
ered,”’ and in her trouble she called on 
him. What took place between them 
was told by Rev. Pease on the wit- 
ness stand. 

“What had you to say as to hoki- 
ing out and prefessing supernatu 
power?” he was asked by Attorney 
Alderson.

Pease, drawing himself up\haughtily. 

He etated that such an ea arose 
probably from his having m@ce a close 
study of psychology and other branches 
of science, but as to claiming any oc- 
cult power he protested.

Cherished fam- 
lly possessions, were sold, farms were 
surremiered at a fraction of their 
value, and every possible resource was 
called into play to provide funds. 

At times the settlers displayed a 
ridiculous fondness for family treas- 
ures that was in marked contrast to 
their usually rigid economy. Many a 
colonist carried with him from Johan- 
nesburg to Ortiz a iime-worn arn- 
chair that consumed in transportation 
charges several times what a new chair 
of far superior quality wou cost in 
America. 

DREAMS SHATTERED. . 

Just when troubles began to arise 
is not known. The colony appeared 
at first to be prosperous. New ar- 
rivals swelled the total number, and 
all seemed to be happy. The difficulty 
began to be evident when payments 
fell due on the loan, which had been 
made. The Boers found ft not a im- 
ple matter as they had thought to 
raise the installments that were due.

It such action 
be taken, the charitable work of the 
city may be concentrated into practical 
form, to the benefit of those who give 
and those who receive. 


tem, as the committee clearly shows 
in its report, large amounts of money 
are annually contributed by the peo- 
ple of Los Angeles for the relief of 
their less fortunate fellows. The ag- 
gregate of these contributions is about 
$440,000, exclusive of private benefac- 
tions, which will probably amount to 
nearly, or quite, as much more. The 
committee points out that the chari- 
table work is too much scattered, by 
reason of the various charitable organ- 
izations, to bring about the best 
practical results. This dissipation of 
energies might be remedied, in part 
at least, by the consolidation of the 
charitable institutions engaged in the 
same kind of work. 

There are too many organizations 
trying to accomplish the same thing. 
For example, there are no less than 
nineteen institutions devoted to the 
interests of children, five institutions 
devoted to the welfare of old people, 
five to the rescue of fallen women, and 
so on. Each of these institutions has 
its corps of officers and assistants. In 
many cases the higher officers serve 
without compensation, “for the good of 
the cause, content with the supposed 
honor which the service brings. But

The reforms which the Char- 
ities Endorsement Committee recom- 
| mend, if adopted, would cut off 
numerous unnecessary salaries and 
other expenses, and would leave a 
great deal more for actual charity. In 
this respect it would really enlarge 
the scope and the amount of chari- 
table work in the city. It would be of 
great benefit to the deserving objects 
of charity, while costing the public 
no more in the aggregate. 

A great deal of money is now wasted 
through indiscriminate giving, often to 
those who are undeserving. The pro- 
posed consolidations would serve to 
insure closer scrutiny into the merits 
of all cases, and so would prevent 
many of the petty frauds which go on 
under the name of charity. In brief, 
there should be consolidation, regula- 
tion, and avoidance of even the sus- 
picion of private graft: It is notorious 
that under the laws of the State pro- 
moters start orphan asylums just as 
they start mining companies, to line 
tueir own pockets. The plan which 
the Charities Endorsement Committee 
has suggested would doubt less aid in 
accomplishing these desirable re- 
sults.

The report of the Charities Indorse-

@& turiness of it for revenue only, do 
not view with equanimity the curtail- 
ment of their incomes. — 

When the report was presented to 
the Council, Secretary F. J. Zecl.andc- 
laar of the Merchants’ and Manufac- 
turers” Association, who helped to con- 
Ciel the investigation and formulate 
the report, was present to urge imme- 
Mate action upon it. Representatives of 
some of the tabooed institutions were 
aiso on hand to voice their protests. 
Zeehande 
figures to substantiate the statements 
and recommendations embodied in the 
report if the occasion demanded it, 
but no discussion took place and no 
immediate action was taken. | 

In view of the fact that the report 
recommended that certain appropria- 
tions of city funds heretofere made be 
discontinued, it was deemed proper that 
the Finance Committee of the Council 
should first pass upon the matter. 
cordingly the report was referred to the 
Finance Committee for consideration. 

Inasmuch as the City Fathers will 
leave today for the Owens River Valley 
to inepect the city’s new water supply. 
and there will be no meeting of the 
Councti until after their return a few 
weeks hence, the Finance Committee 
will not be able to make a prompt re- 
port.. It is probable, however, that the 
chari 
Counen does meet again, and the ac- 
tien which will be taken upon it is a 
foregone conclusion. 

It is practically certain that the Fi- 
nance Committee will tndorse the rec- 
ommendations of the special commit- 
tee on charities, composed of repre-

ON ANTI-FRAUD LAWS.

Will Tell Convention at EI Paso of 
California’s Legislation to Kill off 
Fake Proposition—No One to Tell 
About Desert Water Supply but 
Opportunity Will Not be Lost. 


The programme for the annual meeting 
of the American Mining Congress at El 
Paso one week from today has been 
prepared and contains twenty addresses, 
including the annual address of Presi- 
dent Richards. Among them will be 
one by Lewis E. Aubury, State Miner- 
alogist of California, on “Prevention 
of Mining Frauds by State Legislation.“ 
Mr. Aubury was the author of the law 
passed by the last Legislature making 
it a felony to misrepresent any property 
for stock jobbing purposes. . 

It is to be greatly regretted that no 
one is on the programme for an ad- 
dress on the question of Desert Water 
Supply” or “Protection of Human Life 
on the Desert, a matter which is of 
the most vital interest to every mining 
man or indeed to every resident of the 
Southwest. What The Times has said 
again and again of the desert of South- 
ern California and Nevada applies with 
equal force to Arizona, New Mexico, 
West Texas and parts of northern 
Mexico. Hitherto the Congress has held 
its annual meetings: in the North 
where the horrors of the desert are 
but little known. This year the dele- 
gates must cross several hundred miles 
of desert to reach their meeting place 
and therefore this is a chance to bring 
to their minds more clearly than ever 
the needs of this great region and to 
enlist their aid and sympathy. 

It may be that there is yet time for 
some one of those interested to pre- 
pare an address on the subject. If #0, 
it should be done at once. Such an op- 
portunity may not come again for 
years and it should not be neglected. 
Quite a number of local men will 
be in attendance and they should give 
this their attention and that at once.
